needs no Arguments to etiforce the proof of it ; but that their 
Retreat into England and Scotland , and a prudential Endea- 
vour for ſelf-preſervation, ſhould be ſo unkindly jnterpreted, 
and cheir Behaviour ſubjected to a Cebſure ſo onnied, and 
ſo unequal ; is no way conſonant to the calm diates of Rea- 
ſon, nor reconcileable to the common ſentiments of Humani- 
Go To hear them ſtigmatized by their Enemies with the ugly 
hara@er of Rebels and Traytors; proſcribed by- Prociama- 
tion, their Eſtates confiſcated, their Goods plunder'd, and 
cheir Houſes and Plantations. burnt and deſtroy 'd, is ſupporta- 
ble from the Glory and Sarisfa&tion of ſuffering in a good 
Cauſe ; to hear them condemn'd and curyd by their im - 
ble Enemies the Papiſts ; or lamented by che invidious,pity of 
lukewarm and male-contented Proteſtanes (who under a pre- 
tence of a nice, and undiſpenſible Allegiance, do grumble at 
the preſem Government, yet from their Hearts dare not wiſh 
it in the hands of another) is neicher the ſubje&t of their won- 
der nor trouble. But that any Proteſtants of England (whom 
the Ligaments of the fame Religion and Blood have inſepara- 
bly conjoyn'd in qne Intereſt) ſhould diſcover not only an _in- 
ſenſibility of our miſeries ; but aggravate them by Miſpriſion 
and contempt ; net only 4rrdign our 4#ias,bur mifj our 
Suffermgs ; is a contemplation fo abſtruſe, and fo grievous, 
that it would require the wi/dow of Solomon to underitand ir, 
and the Patience of Fob to. bear it. Yet all this is out done by 
a meer ſenſible ſtroke of misfortune; we are upbraided with 
the King's Indifferency toward us (to give it no worſe a name). 
.And becauſe tor Reaſons and Conliderations beſt known/to 
himſelf, - he bath thoughe it fit to command the Servige of 


Strangers and Foreigners, while the Gentlemen of Ireland walk 


the Streers negleted, and unimploy'd ; it is maliciouſly trirpu- 
ted to his diſhke of their Proceedings ; as it uinconſtrain'd,and 
out of pure wantonneſs they had left their own Cenntry, to 
take the Air in this; deſerted the conveniency of a cheap 
dwelling at Home; to pay dear for Lodging: im London 3 given 
up cheic Stock and Wealth to the. luſt of their Enexwes, only 
to make Experiment of the mercy: of. :beir. Friends ; caſt off the 
Homage of their Tenants, and erifled away their own-Revenue, 
only to become Penſioners to the Poor-wans Box, and the 
Brief- money. | n 
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To undeceive that fort of men, who are miſled by Informa- 
tion, and whoſe judgments are not diſtorted by prejudice,deſign 


' or paſſion, Ioffer the merit of the following Conſtderations. 


Firſt, That Ireland was attually ander the Dominion and Exerciſe of 

end when England was only perplexed with the profpet} and ap- 
ehenſion of it. | 

F 2ly, That there lay a neceſſity upom the Proteſtants of Ireland to re- 

linquiſh and fly, or to comply and ſubmit. 

z3ly, That the Submiſſion and Compliance of the Proteſf# ants in Ire- 
land, bad unaveidably tended to rbe ruin of England. 

4ly, That the Ruin and Deſtruttion of Ireland has proved the 
means, and occaſion of ſaving and preſerving England. 

Fly, That the Proteſtants of Ireland had begun later, or per/ever'd 
longer im thetr Oppoſition to the Popiſh Government , if they bad not been 
olſered of Succours and Supplies from England , and di/appointed in 
their expettation, 

6ly, - That the general adberence of rhe Proteſtants im England 7s 
King William at bus Landing, was not ſo important in the Enterprize, 
wor /o advantageous in the Event, as the Univerſal Defettion of the Pro- 
teſt ants in Ireland from King James, before and after hus Arrroal there. 


But that I may nor proceed Dogmacically, or bz ſuſpeted of 
ſo much Arrogance, as to look for an implicice Aſſent to cheſe 


Aſſertions, without a more fatisfaftory Explicacion of them : I 
ſhall endeavour to illuſtrate the Particulars very faithfully, and 
very briefly. 
1- To demonſtrate the firſt, there needs litcle pains to be ta- 
ken; he that will read che Apology for rbe Proteſtants of Ireland, 
and chat exquiſite Treatiſe call'd Mepbiboſerh and Zibs, and other 
Papers written ſince the late Revolution, will eaſily bz convinced 
of the Truth of one part of that Propoſition, the other part is ſo 
freſh in every mans memory, that ic were a vanicy to inſiſt upon 
the proof of ic. The Proteſtants in Ireland were nor only difarmd, 
and their Arms put into. the hands of the Papifs ; the: Milicary 
and Civil Liſt compounded of furious and inveterate Bigo:s ; the 
Act of Settlement eluded, and the Corporacions poylon d with a 
Crew of Landleſs, Lawlefs, ſenſelefs Intruders ; but in deſpighs 
and ſcorn of the Law, the Fopperies of the Maff were openly re- 
preſented, che Properties of ch: Church invaded, and che Land 
infeſted wich Swarms of Jeſaics, Friers, and all forts and- Orders 
of Regulars ; while England was only alarm'd with the humming 
noiſe of the approaching a awakened to a timely Pre-

paration againſt the feeret Miries to overthrow het Chatter, and 
the frequent Attacks made upon the 7ef and Penal Laws. 
| 2. Now when by the permiflion of Divine Providence , atid 
the ſubtil contrivance of thoſe int Atithofity, the poor Proreft ants of 
brelayid were rendred defencelels, arid atterly uncapable to make 
Reſiſtance ; they muſt indubitably be reduced to that faral Di- 
lemma of complying with che Governmene , or withdrawing 
from the malevolent influence and tyranny of tt, | 

3. Bur had they been beforted with a ſupine ſubmiſfion es fuch 
exorbitant Incroachments ; had they continued in their Poſlefli- 
ons, and truckled to the Arbirrary Commands of thoſe infolenc 
Popiſh Baſhaws ; how had the Hands of the lare King been ftreng- 
thened ? his Army readily maintain'd by plentiful tributions, 
and continually ſupported by freſh Recruits ? nay had they beeti 
indulged to remain in a cold Newtrality, and permitted ven to be 
Lookers on (as in all probability the dread of their Number and 
Strength, would have induced the other chearfully and gladly to 
conſent) what viſible Impedimert can chere _ to have oy 
dred the Invafion of England by a namerons and porent Army ? 
the ſucceſs whereof tho it had not terminated in a pleniry Con: 
queſt (which God grant my never he the te of that 'fetriowned 
and happy Country) yet the ritin arid deſfolation that wotld have 
atrended the Impreflions of a reje&ted Prince, ſeconded by the re- 
morſeleſs Troops of barbarous Iriſh and French (who have fafficient- 
ly teſtified the delight they take in Burning and Devaftation)is 
not lyable to the deſcription of any Pen. If the obſtinate ftkn 
out of that fingle City of London Derry gave fo wonderful a Diver- 
ſion to the Enemies Progreſs 5 how wittly had he moved, and 
without controll, ro the reinſtating himſelf in the Thrones of Scor: 
land and England ; if the Gates of that yu had not been ſhut, 
and the Fiſh Garriſon had been admitted in ir ? If the Courage of 
thoſe gallant R in Enskillin had been allay'd by a Compli- 
ance and Submiſſion on Terms of the greateft Advantage ; the 
forlorn party that invaded Scorland had {well'dro a vaſt Army,mi- 
ſerably embroil'd that GR done irreparable damage to thu. 

4. The Proof and Confirmation of the next Aflertion is conch'd 
and comprehended in the former. If ſome of the Proteſtants of Ie: 
land had not confiderately removed themſelves with their Plate, 
Money and Effects, —_ lacky HE the Tragical Confe: 
quences of their ſtay. If others (out'of an abhorretice of Popery, 
and concurring with the Reſolutions of England) had not volun- 
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tarily renounced their Allegiance to a depoſed Kwe, broke! fp 

Houſe, retrenched rheir Families, disbanded their Followers, and 
, with much difficulty and hizacd cranſplanted their Perſons'into 
England and Scotland ; it is apparent how conliderable an Acceſſion 
this had brought to the preſent Poſlzifor 5 whereas by the ſubſtra- 
Rion of cueir wealth, and the withdrawing their Perſons, the iſ 
Intereſt has begn in a great mealure impaired, tho tothe unſþea- 
kable detriment of thera that eſcaped. 'To this let me add, that if 
the confident allurance of the intire poſlefiion of Feland,and there- 
by ſecuring a Retreat, and Hatbour for the French Fleet, had not 
amuſed that unfortunate Prince, and prorogued the Invaſion of 
England (which beyond doubt can never be ſafe while Ireland is 
ſubjeRed to its Enemy) he had long ſince diſputed his Title upon 
the ſpot, and endeavoured to retahate that vengeance- upon the 
Englyh,which has been intail'd on the [i Families, and tranſmir- 
ted from one Generation to another ſince the time of rhbeir CongueſÞ. 
5. Toevince the Truth of what is next afferred, I muſt appeal 

to the men of the ſeveral Provinces in [re/and, whether they 
were not continaally flatter'd with promiſes of Commiſſions, Men, 
Money and Arms from England ; whether every puff of wind that a- 
role trom 'aty point of the Eft or South, did not infuſe freſh life 
into their drooping Spirits ? Whether they did not hourly —_— 
the Landing of ſome Englifh or Dutch Forces to cover and condutt 
them, while the ſame merhods practifed in England for the reſtitu- 
tion ant eftabliſhment of Religion, might bz reacted there ? It - 
was this that animated and inſpired the Inhabitants of Lomdon- 
Derry (the laſt ſtake and- pledg of the Protefant Intereſt in Ireland) 
with {o much precipitation ta thur their Gares, and keep one a Po- 
piſh Regiment juſt approaching to enter the Ciry upon the ſeventh 
day of December 1588, and (toutly co maintain ir, tilt by Capitt- 
lation ic was made a Proe:ffant Garriſon. This encou the Peo- 
ple of Enki, in imitation of them, to ſhur their Gates on the 
11th. of December following,and to refuſe the Entrance of two Irifh 
Companies, appointed to have their Quarters there. This madethe 
Proteſtants mm Munſter aſſemble with what Horſe and Foot they 
could call together, to avoid a Maſſacre, and tojoyn with ſuch For- 
ces from England, as might reſcue them from the Tyranity and 
Slavery under which they lay proſtrate. This occaſion'd the 4/3- 
ciation-publiſh'd in Conagby by the Lord Kingſton and the Proteſtants 
who had been plunder'd of their Goods and Stock, and were for- 
ced for ſafety of cgir Lives, to retreat to Sligo, no way — 
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of immediate ſuccour and relief from England.This brought forth 
that Declaration of the Gentlemen'in the Counties of Down, and 
Antrim, who having imploy'd Agents irito England, and-received 
repeated Aſſurances of a ſpeedy and vigorous Aſſiſtance, began to 
form chemſelves into Regiments, and to prepare for their De- 
tence againſt a vaſt Iriſh Army then formed, and threatning to 
break in upon them, Thus in all Parts the ProtefFants ſtood up- 
on their Guard, longing, and languiſhing for Help and Relief 
from England : but miſerably failing in cheir expectacion, and the 
Iriſh Army preſling into their Frontiers, while they were utterly 
deftitucse of Arms and Ammunicion, the Men raw and undiſci- 
plin'd, and no experienced Commanders among them ; they 
were conltrain'd to fly before their bloody and inraged Ene- 
mies, leaving their Houſes furniſh'd, and cheir Goods and Stock 
as a Prey to them : which in all humane Probability had eaſily 
been prevenced, if they had not depended on the promiſed Aid 
from England. 

6. I have no intent to lefſen or extenuate the noble Underta- 
king, and prudent Condudt of the Lords and Gent England, 
in their Invitation, and Conjun&ion with the Prince of Orange, to 

redeem the Nation from the Tyranny of Popety, Slavery, and Ar- 


bicrary Government ; and, placing che peaſons-King in'the vacant 
Throne of Him, who pontaneouſly Abdicated the Government, Ic 
was a glorious, and a grateful Action ; all the Proteftants in Europe 
rejoyce at it ; and Poſtcrity will praiſe cheir Doings. Neverthe- 
lefs I am bold to ſay, that the publick appearance of the Prore- 
fftants m England, to abet the Deſign of King William, and to fol- 
low His Fortune, was neither fo important at the Time of acting, 
nor of ſuch Advantage in the Conſequences, to incourage the 
Proteſtant Party, and to diſ-animate the Popiſh : as the early and 
univerſal Defe&ion of the Proteſtants in Ireland from the Command 
and Government of the late King fFames. This will appear evident- 
ly, if we conſider the State and Circumitances of the two King- 
oms, and, ſetting both in a true Light, paſs an impartial Judg- 
ment on each of them. Whea the Prizce of Orange arrived in En- 
land, He came into a Country, where Popery was an uneaſie Nu- 
ance, obtruded by Crafc, and diffuſed in Corners; where there 
was a Royal Army on Foot of Principles quice contrary to ir ; 
and the Number of Proteſtants ex that of the Papifts, in tne 
Proportion of Two to one : Whereas, when King Fames 
Landed in Felend, He found Popery predominant, and —_ 
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ed by Force, tho againſt Law; an Army of Forty thoufand deſpe- 
rate Papiſts, under the Command of bigotted and inexorable Lea- 
ders, with a Rabble of as many, arm'd (tho' not for Fighting, yet) 
for Rapine and Plunder, and which ſerved as a ae eas the 
furniſhing of Recruits ; the Papiſts exceeding the Proteſtants in 
Number, more than three to one. In England, tho! the Militia . 
was diſcountenanced, and diſuſed from Exerciſe, yer they re- 
cain'd their Arms ; and the Proteftants through the Kingdom kept 
what they had, wichout -Inſpe&ion, or Prohibition 3 and they 
continued Maſters of their own Horſes: whereas in Ireland the 
Proteſtants were utterly diſarm'd, (thoſe of the Church of England 
by a ſtrict Proclamation requiring all Officers of the Militia to 
deliver in che Arms of their Troops and Companies into the next 
Store, under a ſevere Penalty; and the Diſenters by a poſitive 
Order from the Government to take away all Arms from ſuch as 
did not go to Church) their Horſes taken from them, not leavin 
a pad Nag to ride on, and proſecuted as Rebels, upon Refuſal 
It 15 crue, in England there was an Invaſion made upon their Char- 
ters, and Men were here and there thruſt in of looſe and Actheilti- 
cal Principles ; ſome injurious and illegal Attempts were made on 
the Univerſities ; and the Reverend Biſhops (the Pillars of the 
Church, and Champions of our Religion) were affronted, and im- 
peached ; they Magitracywas-cleſcreedprhivetned,” and fome arbi- 
crarily ſuperſeded; at the Helm of Government ſome were pricke 
in, who being actuated by no Inftint of Conſcience, or Honour, 
joyn'd in a Conſpiracy againſt the Laws and Liberty of the Coun- 
try, and, like inanimate Tools, were imploy'd in the Propagation 
of the Catholick Cauſe : but in beland the Gorporations were itutf'd 
with Tiſh Papiſts, with Rebels, and the Sonsof thoſe Murdering 
Rebels in 1641; tho' Prieft; were not actually inſtituted and induc- 
ed into the Church Livings, yet they were placed'in every Pariſh, 
and the Maff Houſe confronted the Church ; tho' Popiſh Biſhops were 
not actually inaugurated in the Sees, yer they received the Profirs 
of vacant Biſheprieks ; the Revenue was managed by Papiſts ; the 
Commilſlion of the Peace encruſted to them,and generally ro them 
only ; che Sword of State Rom in the hands of the Earl of Tyr- 
connel; and the Majoricy of the Privy-Council made up of ſworn: * 
Enemies to the Proteſtant Religion: So that to work a Change"in 
England, was neither ſo difficulc nor hazardous in the Attempt, hor 
ſo remarkable in the Revolution ;' as the bold Adventure of the 
Proteftants in beland under all Moral and Political Dilabiliies ro 
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rtuniry tg promote the ſpeedy and
